London, June 29.—Interest in 
the expectéd grand offensive of 
the, allies was shifted temporar- 
ily,, yesterday, to the situation 
in they Balkans with the revival 
of reports that Roumania is pre- 
paring to join the allies. A 
heavily censored Bucharest dis- 
patch telegraphed via Amster- 
dam reported that Bulgaria ‘iad 
closed her frontiers against Rou- 
mania, and the Bulgarian troops 
were reported to te concentrat- 
ing along the Roumanian fron- 
tier. 

The Austrians are clamoring 
for the abandonment of the Ver- 
dun offensive ‘by the Germans 
and the sending of more troops 
to the Austrian front 


Berlin, via London, June 29.— 
Sofia reports. indicate that Bul- 
aria is Uneasy owing to the 
possible conséquence, of Greece's 
capitulation to the entente de- 
mands. It is said that official 
Bulgarian circles declare  Bul- 
garia would be forced to regard 
Greece, under the dictatorship of 
Venizelos and obeying entente 
orders, aS an open enemy. 

Sofia feels that Greece’s capit- 
ulation has caused the whole 
Balkan problemi to enter a new 
stage. The effects of the changed 
situation are already making 
themselves felt in Sofia and 
Bucharest. While recognizing 
Greece’s gocd will to further 
maintain neutrality, Sofia re- 
gards Greece’s future attitude as 
most difficult .

Mr. Jesse Fraser has received 
the following interesting letter 
from his brother Elmo, who is at 
present at the battle front in 
Flanders : 


France, June 12, 1916. 

Dear Jesse,—Received your wel- 
come letter and glad to hear 
you are all well; am O.K. my- 
self. Am upthaving a close view 
of Fritz for three days ; go back 
to the horse Ines tomorrow mid 
night. Of course this is a vol- 
unteer job, not compulsory, but 
thought I would like to come up 
for a close look.

The old dug-out 
shakes like a boat, particularly 
when Fritz sends h's sausages 
and big trench mortar bombs 
over.

Theory Based or Finding ot Body in 


British Columbia Has Been 
Exploded 


A theory, based upon the discovery 
of a human skeleton in earth beds 
alleged to be of great age, that man 
has been present on the North Ameri- 
can continent at a much earlier period 
than had ever been supposed, has 
been exploded by the results of a 
special investigation conducted by of- 
ficials of the geological survey, which 
are published in the annual report of 
that branch, just issued 

The discovery of the human re 
mains, which was made near Savona, 
B. C., caused a mild seientific sensa- 
tion It was made the subject of a 
paper presented to the Royal Society 
of Canada at its meting last yer 
the ciaim then ovr made thar the 
were of glacial age. Tf this claim had 
been established, it would have given 
‘vidence of the presence of man long 
vears before if has been considered 
that anything in human form existed 


in North America, and would have 
upset many theories hitherto beld on 
this subject 

The results of investigation, how- 


ever, dispose of the claim of any very 
great antiquity for the remains dis- 
covered, C. W. Drysdale looked into 
the geology of the locality where the 
discovery was made; while F. H. 8. 
Knowles, of the Anthropological 
branch, examined the skeleton. Mr 
Drysdale’s conclnaion is that ‘the al- 
luvial series at this section is clearly 
of recent end not glacial age.’’ Mr. 
Knowles, from an examination of the 
skeleton found, although it is in oa 
somewhat defective condition, has 
been able to deduce that it is that of 
an Indian woman, well on in years, 
probably about 5 feet in height, who 
suffered from chronic rheumatism, led 
an active mode of life in her earher 
years, and was accustomed to rest in 
a squatting posture, as usual among 
primitive peoples. 

The verdict of this scientific cor- 
oner’s inquest is that “the woman may 
have been drowned in Kamloops lake 
and her body buried along with the 
normal accumulation of silts and 
gravels on the leke bottom.”

Good Roads 


Good Rural Roads Are of the Utmost 
Value to ‘he Farmer 


One of those lovers of statisties, who 

spend their days in computations and 
their nights in figures, have calculat- 
Jed that there is hauled over the roads 
{of Canada every year 100,000,000 tons 
|of freight for a distance of five miles 
per ton. ‘The computation is based 
on the amount of tonnage of the rail- 
ways of the Dominion, which amounts 
to approximately 60,000,000 tons every 
| year, together with an _ additional 
amount for local traffic In view of 
the fact that the majority of railway 
freight must be hauled at both ends 
of the journey the estimate does not 
seem to be exaggerated 

The cost of haulage on the roads of 
Canada is rarely less than 25 cents a 
mile so that the total cost of the haul- 
age of produce and goods in one year 
teaches the enormous proportions of 
$125,000 ,000. The estimated cost of 
hauling freight on the roads of Eur- 
ope estimated at from 
twelve cents per ton mile, so that it 
would seem that a system of good 
roads extended throughout the Domin- 
ion would mean a net sa\ ing over the 
amount now spent of something over 
$25,000,000 a year.

It must not be forgotten also that bad 
roads) mean a loss of time to the 
farmer.

It is understood 
that, as a resuit of the purchases al- 
ready made, army buyers are finding

South Africans had their first en- 
gagement in the Western Desert a 
few weeks ago.

Anzacs, Sikhs, and Yeomanry moved

The South Africans early suffered 
from rifle fire because of their sta- 
ture, amd also suffered from the ex- 
ecrably heavy going, being unused 
to footwork.
